Rumored in London that He Crossed the River 


Captured 12 Guns and is Marching on 


Ladysmith. General White Repulses 


the Boers on Every Hand 


London, Jan. 1—A rumor is current 


that General Buller has crossed the 
Tugela river, captured 12 guns and is 
now marching- on/ Ladysmith. 


London, Jan. S—The war office pub- 


lishes the following from General Bul- 
ler: "Frere Camp, Xatal. The follow- 
ing from General White dated, 2 p. m., 
yesterday. 


"Attack commenced on my position 


but chiefly against Casars Camp and 
Wagon Hill. Enemy in great strength 
pushed attack with greatest courage 
and energy. 
Some of our entrench- 


ments on Wagon Hill were three times 
taken by the enemy and retaken by us. 


"Attack was continuous until 7.30. 


"One point of our position was oc- 


cupied by the enemy the whole day, 
but by dusk there was a heavy rain- 
fall there and they were turned out of- 
this position at the point of the bay- 
onet in a most gallant manner by the 
Devons, under Colonel Park. 


"The troops had a very trying time 


and behaved excellently. 


"They are elated at the service they 


have rendered the queen. 


"The enemy was repulsed everywhre 


with heavy loss, greatly exceeding that 
on my side." 


So far as known General Buller's 


demonstration against Colenso had lit- 
tle effect. In spite of the heavy artil- 
lery fire the Boers did not reply and the 


only effect of the shelling reported was 
! 100 Boers and their horses stampeded 


1 from camp between Colenso and Grob- 
lers Kloof.

Finally Excommunicated for Contumacy. Bitter 


Quarrel Was Eventually Healed 


Washing-ton, Jan. 8.—The national offl- 


eers of the Ancient Order of Hibernians 
met in this city yesterday, and later is- 
sued the following statement to the 
public: 


"The national officers met in Washing- 


ton to discuss a demand on the part o£ 
a large maj^*ity of the representatives 
of our 150,uOO members that this order 
render sjme assistance to the Boers in 
the Transvaal. 
It was agreed to ren- 


der any assistance compatible with our 
loyalty as American citizens, and which 
would not interfere with the neutrality 
laws of the United States. We are im- 
pressed*^ ith the splendid precedent 
shown by the republic in going to war 
with Spain to free f'nba from the op- 
pression of that country. 
We believe 


that American sympathy is with the 
Boerst and that we are acting in ac- 
cord with the principles which urged 
the United States to carry the flag in a 
struggle for the liberation of the gal- 
lant Cubans. 
Our people would flock to 


the armies of America if the government 
marched to the assistance of the South 
Africans. 
It is unnecessary for the 


Hibernians to proclaim their loyalty to 
the United States, but it becomes them 
to state that no act 0f theirs will be 
contrary to the laws. 


"Knowing the character of tha British 


government, its cruelty, its ambitioa, 
we are desirous to assist the citizens 
of a sister republic in their struggle to 
defeat English aggression. What kind 
of aid will be given we cannot state at 
the present time, but certainly it will be 
of a practical nature, and acceptable to 
the Boer government. 


"Were this nation the antagonist of 


England, we could from our ranks send 
15 to 20 regiments of the best fighting 
material the world ever saw. In fact, 
In any just cause in which the United 
States may see fit to draw the-sword, the 
society wiuld respond as it did in the 
former wars. 
The Irish regiments of 


Illinois, Michigan, Massachusetts and 
New York were largely recruited from 
our ranks, and in some of the regiments 
of United States regulars recently sent 
to the front are divisions of the A. O. H. 
duly affiliated with the parent order in 
this country. 
The order, at large, is 


hopeful that the government will yet rise 
to the wishes and hopes of the Irish- 
Americans and extend to the brave Boers 
the sympathy wS»ioh France gave to this 
country in "76." 


and his remarks in favor of Mr. George's 
land theories on public platforms re- 
sulted! in, his being censured by the arch- 
bishop of the diocese.

Dr. McGlynn was declared free from 
ecclesiastical censures and restored to 
the exercise of priestly functions on 
Dec. 24, after having satisfied the pope'g 
legate on all the points in his case.

Dr. McGlynn was allowed to officiate 


as a priest on Christmas morning in the 
small oratory attached to St. John's 
college in Brooklyn. After saying three 


! masses Dr. McGlynn went to Cooper 
i Union, where an immense crowd awaited 
him. Many of those there were old 
parishioners, who had been afraid to 
talk to him during the period of his ex- 
communication, and they greeted him 
very heartily, and when he mounted the 
platform he was presented with a laurel 
wreath and the great assembly sang 
Christmas carols. 
! In his speech that followed, Dr. Mc- 
Glynn did not utter one word of regret 
at his past course, but, on the contrary, 
he referred to what he called "the cause" 
as a holy one, and to himself and his 
followers as martyrs, and concluded that 
ne would preach on the same topics 


j every Sunday evening- in the same old 
place. 


His old parishioners hoped that he 


would be restored to them or appointed 
to some other church in New York, but 
Archbishop Corrigan appointed him to 
Newburgh. Dr. McGlynn obeyed the 
order implicitly, somewhat to the sur- 
prise of a good many who imagined that 
this would be another struggle. But as

I Henry George, once very nearly over- 
threw Tammany rule in the metropolis. 


, But at length ha made his peace with the 


i church, and a once bitter church quar- 
| rel was substantially healed at the time 
of his death. 


Early in December Dr. McGlynn suf- 


fered two attacks of teaart failure, and 
his relatives w ere hurriedly summoned. 
He rallied, and until Saturday night he 
appeared to be holding his own, and 
gradually regained strength. 
He was 


able to sit by his bedside for a few 
minutes each day.

antine Instead of Scientific 


Sanitarv Measures 


Honolulu, Jan, 8—A curious spectacle 


is presented here of the revival of the 
shot-gun quarantine round a plague 
inflicted district while sanitary mea- 
sures and disinfection have been, prac- 
trically abandoned. The board of health 
called out the natiomal sruaa-d three 
days after Christmas, because it dis- 
covered five new cases of plague, two 
of which proved fatal. 


The original method of fumigation, of 


all oriental merchandise imported has 
been abandoned an:! much of this un- 
fumig-ated freight is handled by Hawai- 
ans. There have been 17 known casea 
of bubonic plague in Honolulu. 


Edward McGlynn was born in New 


Tork city on Sept. 27, 1837. He was edu- 
cated at the public schools in that city, 
and in 1851-60 studied theology at the 
college of the Propaganda in Rome, 
where he received his doctorate after 
public examination.

made an assistant pastor, and also be- 
came a hospital chaplain. In 1866 he was 
appointed pastor of St. Stephen's church 
in New York city and became very 
popular by his eloquence, heartiness and 
quick sympathy with the neople. 


Dr. McGlynn's unwillingness to estab- 


' lish a parochial school in connection 


(with his church, and his claim that the 


I public schools were safe for the chil- 
; dren of Roman Catholics brought him 


Into disfavor wi'.h the authorities of the 
church. He supported Henry George 
during the mayoralty canvass of 1SS6,

"SERIOUS ACCIDENT" TO THE BRITISH 


One-Fourth of Attacking Party Fall into Hands 


of Boers. Britishers Facing a Critical Mo- 


ment in the Campaign. Boers Have 


Assumed an Offensive Campaign 


London, Jan. S.—The war cilice pub- 


lishes the following dispatch from Get - 
iral Forestler-Walker, commanding «t 
Cape Town: General French repoits 
under date of Jan. G: "The situation is 
much the rame as yesterday, but I ri- 
gret to reporr that a rerious accident 
has happened to the first battalion of the 
Suffolk regiment." 


From news just come to hand from 


them I gather that, with the authority 
and with the knowledge of General 
French, four companies of the first bat- 
talion advanced by night against a low 
hill one mile from their camp. 
They 


attacked at dawn. Lieutenant Colonel 
Watson, commanding, gave orders to 
charge. He was at once wounded. Or- 
ders for retirement were given. 


Three-quarters of the force retreated 


to camp. The remainder held their 
ground until they were overpowered by 
greater numbers, when they surren- 
dered. Seventy were taken prisoners, 
including seven officers. 


General French reports that the Boer 


commando, which made the attack on 
Jan. 4, lost 50 killed, besides wounded 
and prisoners. The commando was dis- 
persed. 


General Buller has wired the war office 


the following, dated Jan. 6. from Frere 
camp: The following message received 
ifrom General White at I p. m. today: 
"Jan. 6, 11 a- m. Attack continues and 
enemy has been reinforced from the 
couth." 


The following was received at 4 this 


afternoon from General White: 
"Jan. 


6, 12:45 p. m. Have beaten enemy off at 
present, but they are still around me in 
great numbers, especially to the south, 
and I think renewed attack very prob- 
able."

Ladysmiht, dated Jan. 1. recodring two 
nights' movements on the part of the 
Boers to assault the town.

fenses were reached, but, the corre- 
spondent says, it was apparent that the 
great attack would not be long delayed. 
He adds: 
"Loyally supported by the 


civilians, the garrison can hold out for

We are not yet 


reduced to half rations.

difficulty la proper accommodations for 
the wounded and sick."

getting down the river to the coast. 


Lieutenant Gilmore made the follow- 


ing statement to a correspondent of the 
Associated Press: 


'•The Filipinos abandoned us on the 


night of Dec. 16. 
V-"e had reached the 


Abalut river near its source that morn- 
ing, and the Filipinos rafted us over. 
We went down the stream, along a. rough 
trail, guarded by a company of Fili- 
pinos. 
That night we were separated 


from this guard, and another company, 
armed with Mausers, was put in charge 
of us. 
I suspected something, and 


questioned the lieutenant in command. 
He said: 
"I have orders from General 


Tino to shoot you all, Imt my conscience 
forbids. 
I shall leave :-ou here." 


"I begged him for two rifles to protect 


us from the savages, adding that I would 
give him letters to tne Americans, who 
would pay him well, and keep him from 
all harm. 
He refused this, however, 


saying that he would not dare to comply. 
Soon afterward he left with his com- 
pany. 


"We had seen some savages in war 


paint around us, and we prepared to 
nght them with cobblestones, the only 
weapons that were available to us. The 
next morning we followed the trail of 
the FUipino soldiers, feeling that it was 
better to stick to them than to be mur- 
dered by savages, "but we could not 
catch up with tham. Then I ordered the 
men to build rafts, in the hope of float- 
ing down the rrver. 
It was a furlorn 


hope, but I knew the river must empty 
into the sea some'n here. 
I was so weak 


myself that 1 did not expect to ge.t out, 
but I thought soma of the men could. 


"On the morning of Dec. 18, while we 


•were working on Ihe rafts, the Amer- 
icans came toward us yelling. 
One of 


my men shouted: 
'They are on us.' 


He was lashing a rafto f bamboos. I, 
however, knew tt was not the yell of 
savages, but the yell of Americans. The 
rescuing troops thought we had Filipino 
guards, and called to us in English to 
lie down, so that they could shoot the 
Filipinos. 
That was the finest body of 


officers and men I evar saw." 


Lieutenant Gllnior'e could not speak 


enthusiastically enough about the 140 
picked men who had rescued him and 


| his party. 
The command spent the day 


in making rafts. 
Colonel Hare thought 


Lieuteinant Gilmore too weak to live 
through the trip, but there was no al- 
ternative. 
They shot many rapids, the 


men losing all their effects and Lieu- 
tenant Gilmore some \aluabie papers. 
Only 14 nut of 07 rafts survived the 
first night's experience, and SO men were 
practically unable to walk tvhen Vigan 
was reached. 


Describing the flight from Eengurt, 


when the Americans approached, Lieu- 
tenant Gilmore said: 
"The Filipino?, 


completely terrified, left Bengnet on Dec. 
7, 
They hurried the prisoners from 


town to town, often retracing the trail, 
not knowing where the Americans would 
attack. 
After being without food for 


almost three days, thoy killed several 
horses, and we lived on hors? flesh for 
several days. 
I did not have a meal 


from Dec. 7 until I reached Vigan. 
In- 


deed, the rescuing party lived largely 
upon rice, without salt. 
There wns one 


day when 1 was reduced to chewing 
grass and bark. 


"While we were in the hands of Gen- 


eral Tine's men. he issued an order that 
any person aiding an American by food 
or money should be treated as a criminal. 
One citizen of Vigen, Senor Vera, was 
probably killed for befriending us. 
We 


would have starved but for the kindness 
of some of the presidents of the towns 
and some of the Filipino colonels, Lut 
others treated its brutally. 
Wherever 


there was a prison we were kept there 
When there was no prison thay would 
lodge us in a convent. 
Wi- suffered 


greatly from want of exercise, aa well as 
lack of food."

When the Filipinos found the Americans 
were approaching the tr*

better.

"The Filipino treatmenl of the Span-

They Are First Driven Into Bnor- 


mou» Nets In the Mediterranean 
Sea and Are Then Stabbed and 
Slashed to Death With Speara.

One of the most thrilling and won- 


i derful sights in the world is that of the 


j tunny fisheries of the Mediterranean 
1 sea. 
The put-suit of these great and 


swift fishes Is not a mere tame operation 
of netting. It is a fight between man 
and sea creatures such as is duplicated 
nowhere except in the whale fisheries. 
The tunny is a huge mackerel. He is a 
predaceous fish, and his course through 
the seas Is that of a destroyer without 
parallel. So deadly is the tunny to the 
schools of herring and similar food 
fishes that he is called the herring hug.

The use of the battle chariot really 


belongs to the heroic period. The war- 
rior, standing by the bide of his chariot- 
eer, 
was driven iu front of the line to 


invite hostile warriors to single com- 
bat. After the strategic skill of a com- 
mander superseded the demands on 
his personal valor the chariot was 
transferred from the battlefield to the 
hippodrome, where alone its original 
form was preserved. The description 
of the Homeric battle chariot, there- 
fore, to a great. extent also applies to 
the historic chariot of the race course. 


The small diameter of the chariot

The Appointment of a Chief 


There has been a general opinion that 


the appointment of a new chief of 
police, might be made before the other 
appointments, on account of the fact 
th.it Chief Kendall cannot remain here 
until February. .Mayor Wilkinson said 
toda.y however, that this wonld not be 
done.

The impression has grown within the

An- 
other reason is that last year about 200 
inure certificates were issued than the 
year before allowing children between 
the ages of 14 and 16 to work, ttere 
having been a notable increase in the 
number cf minors employed in the city 
din rg tho year.

town at the present time who went to 
school there and that the little school 
house was well known throughout The 
surrounding districts as a gathering 
place to hold debates. 
Through tha 


long winter months debates would be 
held at short Intervals and people from 
far and near would gather there to hear 
the leadinpr questions of the day dis- 
cussed. 
The school was taught for 


r.ia.ny years by students who were at- 
tending college and working their way 
through. The salary was very small 
but they would board a certain num- 
ber of weeks with each family In the 
neighborhood who 
had 
children in 


school and In f.ia.t way they would re- 
ceive their board. There are a few of 
the old chairs still remaining in the 
building which are quite a. curiosity. 
They are made of rough heavy wood 
the standard part of ^vHlch is iron 
screwed on the chair and with screw 
holes in the bottom through which 
large screws were placed screwing 
them to the floor. The building has 
been rapidly falling to pieces in the 
past few years until It has become use- 
less. What still remains of the old 
school house which has weathered so 
many years will be disposed of.

Every man ::; the1 crowd had a revolv- 
er, two of Uie Inside passengers had 
Winchesters across their Knees, and 
the messenger had an S bore duck 
pun that contained nearly a quart of 
slugs. \Ve \\ere held up at about 4 In 
the afternoon by a single masked man, 
who rose suddenly from behind a pile 
of rocks and covered us with a 'sawed 
off' shotgun. 
All the curtains were, 


raised, so there was a fair view of the 
Interior, aud when lie yelled 'Hands 
up!' everybody obeyed. 


"Then he told us to get out one by

It is not until washed 
and scoured with acids that their ex- 
quisite coloring shows. 
The same Is 


true of the beautiful seashells which 
come here from the shores of India and 
other tropical lands. There is almost 
as much difference between them in 
the rough and when finished as there 
is between uncut diamonds and those 
that have passed through a lapidary's 
hands.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Experience* of a Telegraph Opera- 


tor at the Station—Make Vp of Uoer 
Commando* — Picture 
of 
General

The railway telegraph operator nt 


Ehiudslaagte, who \wis for some littla 
time a prisoner iu the hands of thu 
Boors till the battle of Elamlslaugtc 
set him flue, writes an Interesting ac- 
count of his experiences as a captive, 
s:i.vs the London correspondent of the 
New York Sun. Field Cornet Pienaar 
v.'as in charge of the Boer troops that 
took possession of the station, and as 
Atkinson, the operator iu question, re- 
fused to stop a train which was Just 
able to get off before the Boers coukl 
hold it up IMenaar threatened to have 
him shot. 
But after he had handed 


over his keys and cash, for which he 
received a 
receipt, "Pienaar," 
he 


writes, "addressed me in the following 
terms, much to the surprise of the one 
or two 'Englishmen present: 'I'm very 
sorry, old man, that I said to you what 
I did when I first came. 
I said too 


niutth. 
To"u can understand my feel- 


ings. Seeing the train escape was bad 
enough, because you could have stop- 
ped it and did not. As I rode up I saw 
one of my poor men fa!l, wounded by 
a shot from the train, and tliis made 
my blood boil. I spoke in the heat ol 
passion. However, it is all over now. 
Here's my hand. 
We will have a 


drink.' 


"As the evening approached 
more 


Boers rode in, so that by sunset GOO 
or TOO of them were in the vicinity. 
Thr. t night about 20 of us were herded 
in a small 10 by 10 sitting room under 
armed guards, and our discomfort waa 
added to by a constant stream of Boers 
coming in and out of the room in half 
dozens Just to amuse themselves at 
our expense. Fortunately the bar was 
under the control of the field cornet, 
and the inevitable drunkenness \ira3 
thus to a certain extent limited. 


"One or two of the rougher youths 


amused themselves by pointing car- 
bines at us, and, although checked by 
their leaders, there was always a doubt 
whether one of the crowd might not 
try his Mauser first and be punished 
after the mischief was over." 


Other portions of this letter inciden- 


tally throw a vivid light on the kind of 
men the Boer commandos are made 
up of. The following passage shows 
how quickly they get to work when 
their scouts bring news: "This morn- 
ing, Oct 20, Commandant Ben Viljoen 
and his men arrived early and took up 
a strong position among the stoiiy 
kopjes a mile to the east of Elands- 
laagte. 
About 9 a. m. the scouts 


brought in word of an English force 
approaching. In a remarkably short 
time hundreds of Boors were in the 
saddle and, directed first by a rathei 
melancholy performance on a butrle 
and subsequently by numerous whis- 
tles, such as are used by English po- 
lice, were off in sum 11 parties of tens 
or twenties in the direction of Lady- 
smith. After a couple of hours' anr- 
ious wait for results the Boers return- 
ed, having Md no engagement, so we 
concluded the Boor scouts had oome j 
into touch with some reconnoitc-rin? 
force which had returned to camp aft- 
er ascertaining their locale." 


In this passage there is n picture of 


the stern old General Koch: '"When 
noon arrived. I went to F. C. Pieuaar 
and reminded him of his promise of 
permits. He shrugged his shoulders, 
told me he had no further authority 
aud referred me to General Koch, who 
had arrived about 10 p. m. the previous 
evening. 
Choosing a favorable mo- 


ment, therefore, I got the general 
alone. His bearing was very resolute 
and for a man of his advanced age and 
venerable appearance wonderfully firm, 
but a single glance at his cold, ex- 
pressionless eyes enabled mo to antici- 
pate his answer. lie apparently did ' 
not speak English with ease and called 
up one who I was afterward informed 
was his son. Judge Koch, and very 
deliberately told him to inform me as 
follows: 'You will stay here at least 
another two days until the arrival of i 
another commando, when a council will 
be held and a decision taken as to 
what to do with you. If you remain 
here, you will be protected, but if any 
of you are found on the veldt you will 
be shot indiscriminately. We mean ab- 
solute business this time.' 
Evidently 


we are fixed for a time. 


"A couple of hours after this I was 


sent for by General Koch. Could I, he 
asked, find a sail (local for tarpaulin), 
as a wagon of ammunition had broken 
down in a spruit some two miles dis- 
tant, and the night promised to be wet. 
I promised, seeing in the commission 
an opportunity to see what was afoot 
and knowing, moreover, that his own 
men could have got a sail anyhow if I 
had declined to find one. 
An escort 


was found me, and I went first to the 
station, where I knew a spare tar- j 
paulin had lain. It was gone, but in 
looking for it I found a cascof dynamite 
which had evidently been brought from 
the colliery magazine, distant about 
half a mile. A tremendous hammering 
was going on in the office, and on en- 
tering I found an officer using a ham- 
mer and apparently opening up or nail- 
ing down the floor. I at once con- 
nected the case of explosives witli the 
hammering and suspected that the 
building was being mined. 
Before 


there was time to see what was being 
done I was peremptorily ordered out- 
side, and when I replied that General 
Koch had sent me for a sail I was told, 
'Go back and tell General Koch I don't 
know him.1" 


But the officers maintain discipline 


»f a sort, as witness the following 
Etory of a duck: "The afternoon drag- 
ged wearily on, and several of our par- 
ty had a turn nt cooking, none of the 
attempts seeming particularly satisfac- 
tory. Knives and forks, crockery, etc., 
were rapidly disappearing, and our 
usual eating habits were following 
suit. Those who did not rnrc to snatch 
a piece of half cooked mutton from the 
top of the kitchener and eat It Katlit 
fashion stood a good chance of going 
hungry. By chance, however, I had n 
dinner of roast duc.li.tV/-- nlfiht lls£ti- 


mg a couple or omoers at tne 
one of them asked me to Join them 
and passed me what he called a 'duck 
with a history" to help myself before 
he and Ills brother officer began. The 
duck, according to his tale, had belong- 
ed to the proprietor of the hotel, and 
one of the rough burghers, seeing it, 
had cut off its head with his Jackkuifo 
aud was making off with his prize 
when he stumbled into the arms of a 
field cornet, who demanded particu- 
lars of the way in which the duck 
came into his possession. No satisfac- 
tory explanation being forthcoming 
be waa dt-prived of his duck aud sen- 
tenced there ::!!'! then to 15 lashes in 
lieu thereof. The duck was taken in- 
side and cooked f(,r the officers and, to- 
gether with a plentiful supply of pota- 
toes, proved an appetizing dish. 


"We th-.'n left the station promises 


and went to one of the colliery sidings, 
where a train of military stores -was 
being looted. My mission and my es- 
cort together enabled n;e to go down 
the entire train and watch the pro- 
ceedings without Interference. In ona 
wagon doxens of new military saddles 
were found, and this enabled the Boers 
to make uso of the numerous horses 
they had captured on their way down. 
Farther along the train were found 
meal, flour, bread, clothing, officers' 
baggage, bandsmen's uniforms and in- 
struments. 
What was useful was of 


course immediately annexed, and oth- 
er goods were thrown out of the trucks 
and picked up by the scores of Indians 
aud natives who were enjoying the 
spectacle. 
Some queer results were 


seen as the Boers found the officers' 
baggage and the bandsmen's uniforms. 
One of the 
roughest managed to 


squeeze his feet into a pair of patent 
leather topboots and exchanged hH 
coarse jacket for a scarlet bandmas- 
ter's tunic. 
So attired h& walked off 


with carbine in one hand and a boot- 
tree in the other, no doubt bent on as- 
certaining what the latter was used 
for. 
Another sat for some time mak- 


ing vigorous attempts to blow a note 
on a big trombone which was minus 
a mouthpiece, and when he found it 
unworkable he threw it down and 
trampled the shape out of it." 


The Boers, too, seem to be able to 


sing songs other than hymns and 
psalms, for on the second night they 
had a smoking concert "As our stay 
seemed likely to prove a long one and 
the hours dragged wearily on a smok- 
ing concert was mooted, whether by 
our men or by the Boers I cannot say, 
but whoever gets the credit of the 
initiative it was duly arranged, and 
Field Cornet Pienaar was ready and 
willing to take the chair. Duly at S p. 
m. he appeared and at once had some 
choice whisky and cigars placed on 
the table, and he filled up and handed 
round to Briton and Boer impartially. 
The whisky was consigned to some of 
our British officers at Dundee, and 
Pienaar jocularly admired their choice 
of whisky, and indeed as the night ad- 
vanced he quite warmed up to the offi- 
cers, who, as he put it, were not sc 
bad as he thought, as evidenced by 
their good taste. 


"The 
smoking concert 
proceeded 


merrily, despite the extraordinary cir- 
cumstances under which it was held. 
It was opened by a comic song, ren- 
dered by a refugee from Newcastle, 
whose musical abilities proved of great 
service. 
He and I then rendered the 


old duet 'All's Well' and ou being en- 
cored responded with the 'Army end 
Navy' duet. A Transvaal burgher sang 
an Irish song ns only an Irishman cnn. 
He told us afterward that this was his 
eighth campaign, but ho did not know 
then that it was his last. 
Next day 


he was dead. A German sergeant th-'U 
sat clown to the piano. Sir Joseph Baru- 
by's glee, 'Sweet and Low.' was suns 
to his accompaniment, and when I r,r.y 
that it was a success vocally and iu- 
strumentally it goes to show how wide 
is the popularity the little composi- 
tion enjoys. 
The Boer sergeant then 


played a series of national anthems, 
including both 'God Save the Queen' 
and the 'Transvaal YolkMicd.1 
They 


were all played with good taste, and I 
certainly never expect to hear our na- 
tional anthem played or sung again un- 
der such apparently impossible condi- 
tions. 
Whiie we English prisoners 


sang our national anthem the Dutch 
present joined in, but as they sang in 
the taal I could not make out what 
they wore singing, but they were well 
acquainted with the air and sang it 
freely. 'God Bless the Prince of Wales' 
was also played by the German, both 
English and Dutch singing in their re- 
gpective tongues. Whether the Dutch 
version had any relation to ours I can- 
not say, but the tune was evidently 
familiar." 


Next morning came the battle and 


the escape of the prisoners. When the 
latter returned to Ladysmith, they 
were surprised to find so much interest 
taken in thorn. The veracious native 
was the reason, and In the last para- 
graph of this letter Mr. Atkinson glvea 
a good reason for distrusting the great 
amount of news the solo authority for 
which is a native's story. They found 
on getting to Ladysmith that "natives 
had during our enforced stay with the 
Boers reported seeing us roped and 
bound to posts, others again had seen 
me tied up and shot, another had soon 
us flogged, etc., all of which efforts of 
the imagination I only mention now aa 
en intimation that little or no reliance 
can be placed in the various report! 
which appoar from time to time 'froir 
reliable native sources.'"

The views of any unbiased and un- 


official observer of affairs In tbe Phil- 
ippines are of value Just now to tha 
American people. Among those pei^ 
eons who have just returned to the 
United States from a visit to the orient 
Is Mrs. Schwichtenberg, who had 
charge of the White Cross society work 
at Manila. She lived with tha natives, 
was on the firing line at San Pedro 
Macatl, went with General Bates to 
Jolo, touched at Guam and visited 
Cebu. Her observations were directed 
mainly toward the philanthropic side 
of the situation. She Is very earnest 
In her desire to help the people of the 
Philippines and hopes to be able to re- 
turn to the islands. To the Washing- 
ton correspondent of the New York 
Post she recently gave an account of 
her visit. 


The first step toward Americanizing 


the people, she believes, should be tak- 
en in the limitation of the religious or- 
ganizations. The people, she says, ar» 
naturally very devout and religious, 
but are compelled by their priests to 
give up such a large share of their 
earnings that they must always remain 
poor. The people are ready to go to 
church at all hours and to remain there 
as long as the priest wishes, and this 
applies to all grades of people, from 
the rich who sit in the front seats down 
to the poor woman who, with only a 
thin rag to cover her, kneels with her 
taper In some dark corner. As an Illus- 
tration of the demands of the priests 
Mrs. 
Schwichtenberg said that her 


maid, to whom she paid $5 per month, 
felt compelled to give $1 to the church. 
This explains General Wheeler's re- 
cent observation that In the towns he 
has visited the church property seems 
to equal in value all other property 
combined. 


One of the greatest needs at Manila 


Is more medical attendants In the hos- 
pitals—more physicians, helpers and 
nurses. At one time 1,400 soldiers 
were in the hospital, with only 30 sur- 
geons. This overcrowded condition Is 
due In a large measure to the soldiers 
themselves. In spite of all warnings, 
they persist in drinking Impure water 
and eating unseasonable fruit, and the 
result is that they become ill and need 
the attention of the hospital workers, 
who are already busily employed with 
the wounded. 


Mrs. Schwichtenberg's visit to Jolo 


she regards as one of the most Inter- 
esting incidents of her stay. She was 
with General Bates' party while he 
was holding his conference with tha 
sultan and was the flrst white woman , 
whom the sultan had ever seen. Be- 
fore visiting him, she called on his 
mother, the sultana, who wore a white 
glove on the hand which shoot the 
hand of the Christian woman. 
But 


when Mrs. Schwichtenberg was pre- 
sented to the sultan and extended her 
hand to him, the Jolo ruler was so flus- 
tered that he forgot tue contamination 
and grasped It This Incident afforded 
great amusement to the Americans 
who were in the party. 
Like Dr. 


Schurman, she regards Jolo as one of 
the most beautiful places she has ever 
seen, a land veritably flowing with 
milk and honey. On the way back to 
the boat the party's launch was 
stranded for many hours on a coral 
reef, and while struggling to be freed 
from it the Charleston's searchlight 
was thrown on them and a boat was 
at once sent to their relief, the Charles- 
ton fancying they had been Bet upon 
by natives. 


The most depressing sight of all was 


that of the lepers at Cebu. The situa- 
tion there Is frightful. Not only In the 
city, but in the country, these lepers 
swarm about one's carriage. They are 
allowed to go everywhere, and in this 
way their numbers are enormously in- 
creasing. 
Mrs. Schwichtenberg esti- 


mates that out of a population of 86,000 
at least 5,000 are lepers. They are In 
all stages of the disease, from those 
whose fingers have fallen off to those 
whose condition is too revolting to de- 
scribe. They beg constantly for mon- 
ey, and when one flings them a penny 
they cross themselves and express 
thanks in a most heartfelt manner. 
Mrs. Schwichtenberg feels that In Ce- 
bu Is a great field for missionaries. 
She says tho church Is taking no meas- 
ures to stop the spread of this horrible 
disease, and she fears that, with Amer- 
ican troops there, It may be brought 
to our country. 
She h • ""'.e but 


praise for the American s 
. ., .it Ma- 


nila or elsewhere. 
She L egrets that 


they are careleis and have some of the 
vices that are found In all army canip". 
but on the whole she consld. , ; tucir 
conduct as distinctly creditaule.

The stories of looting, she says, are1 


greatly exaggerated, and she explained | 
of what much of the so called looting' 
consists. On the approach of American i 
troofis the natives would hide In the 
church everything they considered of 
value aud would then burn the houses 
and join the retreating insurgents. 
Often these dwellings would be in 
flames when the soldiers arrived, and 
they would dash In, put out the fire 
if possible and take auy article which 
they fancied. 
This action was not 


right they admitted, but the excuse 
was that' If they had not taken the 
article it would have been burned. But 
for genuine looting the Chinese bcur 
tho palm. They steal everything they 
can Hud. 


The Filipino children greatly Inter- 


ested

They 
seem to have no fun and never play 
with toys, in niarKod contrast to the 
Japanese children, who have every sort 
of toy nud are the happiest beings in 
the world.

Their chief ' 
yjce, so far as she knew, was stealing 


for Aguinaldo. A servant would be 
scrupulously honest until one day he 
would be iniBBlng, and It would be 
found that he hud taken what money ' 
he could find to the Insurgent head- 
quarters. Later be might return to the 
city, but not to his former place. The 
servants are ^iftea energetic, but as a 
•whole unreliable. 
If they grow tired ' 


or tho day becomes too warm or they ! 
want a flsh to eat, they drop any sort 
cf wort thoy are doing and seek a cool 
placo or go fishing. 


Mrs. Schwlchtonberg's visit to San 


Pedro Macatl while a battle was on 
proved one of the most Interesting o* 
her experiences. She told her coach- . 
man to drive there, and he refused, 
saying that his friends were there and 
would force him to fight against the 
Americans, which he did not wish to 
do. An American soldier finally com- 
pelled him to obey, but the poor fellow 
was almost terror stricken all the way. 
Her object In going was to take some 
boxes to the Nebraska volunteers sent 
by their friends. She was conveyed to 
the trenches and allowed to watch the 
flring and even to fire ft musket herself. 
The experience was exciting and grew 
too much BO, as the bullets kept drop- 
ping all around, so she was soon glad 
to obey the order to return to her car- 
riage and tell her delighted driver to 
take her home. 


Mrs. Schwichtenberg arrived In Ma- 


nila ha March and returned a few 
weeks ago. She regards the ecclesias- 
tical conditions In Hawaii as the model 
'toward which we shculd strive for the 
people of the Philippines.

FAMINE IN INDIA. 


Missionary "Write* That It Will Be 


Worse Thoji the Last. 


The American board of commission- 


ers for foreign missions has received at 
Boston from the Kev. R. A. Hume, at 
Ahmednuggur, India, a letter, dated 
Dec. 2, in -which, according to the New 
York Sun, he says that the present 
famine in western India is sure to be 
far more distressing than even the fam- 
ine of two years ago. The entire com- 
munity in some places will be In dis- 
tress. A severe drought haa already 
begun In .the Ahmednuggur district. 
In many places It Is hard to get suffi- 
cient water to drink, and no rain can 
be expected until the middle of June. 
"What the distress will be before that 
time who can imagine ?" he says. 


Abmednuggur has suffered very bad- 


ly from the plague and is not yet free 
from it. Sholapur now has a severe 
epidemic. Bombay is perhaps In the 
beginning of another plague experi- 
ence. Parts of the Satara district have 
been badly attacked. The people are 
always in distress and in some irrita- 
tion ovei this grievous condition. The 
early crops in the Ahmednuggur dis- 
trict were only from one-eighth to one- 
sixth of full crops, and the later crops 
are almost a total failure. In other dis- 
tricts the crops are small. Husbands 
are leaving their wives and parents 
their children. Relief corps are being 
opened, some charity also Is adminis- 
tered, but official relief, Mr. Hume 
says, never can meet the multitude of 
necessities.

A fragment of a curious volume has 


Italian into the hands of a local physl- 
tlan which graphically deucribes the 
(methods of surgery of several centuries 
ago. When It Is considered that antes- 
ithetlcs were unknown In those ancient 
Idays, the modus operandl of the sur- 
jgeon of the sixteenth century must ap- 
pear startlingly cruel In the light of 
'the present day. 


The work Is that of Ambrose Parey, 


who In 1579. being then the much fa- 
tmous "chlrnrglon" of his day, publlBh- 
,ed a bulky volume which became such 
ian established authority and held Its 
iplace for so long a time that 70 years 
'afterward It was translated into Eng- 
lish and published in London. 


In his first book he considers the gen- 


,eral phenomenon of the body In health 
.and disease, and In the chapter relut- 
jlng to temperaments and humors he 
writes, "An humor Is called by physi- 
cians what thing soever Is liquid and 
flowing In the body of living creatures 
Inclosed with blood." 
Proceeding to 


jthe "manifold divisions of humors," 
'he separates them into four parts, dls-' 
tinct In color, taste, effects and quall- 
itles—namely, blood, phlegm, choler and 
melancholy. Exact in his subdivisions, 
he says: "All men ought to think that 
Isuch humors are wont to move at set 


i hours of the day as by a certain pe- 
jcullar motion or tide. Therefore, the 
|blood flows from the ninth hour of the 
inight to the third hour of the day; 
jcholer to the ninth of the day. Then 
[melancholy the blood flows from the 
'ninth hour of the night is under the 
idominlon of phlegm." 
1 Equally curious is the following on 
'spirits, which he divides Into "anl- 
|mall," "vltall" and "naturall:" 


"The animal spirit hath taken his 


leeat in the brain. It Is called animal 
ibecause It Is the life, but the chief and 
iprlme instrument thereof. Wherefore 
It hath a most subtle and aery sub- 
, stance. 
This animal spirit Is made 


and harbored in the windings and fold- 
ings of the veins and arteries of the 
|braln, brought thither sometimes of 
the pure air or sweet vapor drawn in 
by the nose in breathing. The vital 
spirit Is next to it in dignity and ex- 


• cellency, which hath its chief mansion 
In the left ventricle of the heart. The 
'natural spirit, If such there be any, 
ihath its station in the liver and veins." 
1 Describing "certain juggling and de- 
jceitful ways of healing of cures by 
such means as fear, surprise and even 
by music for spider bite, the music 
causing the p'atient to dance so lustily 
that he shakes all the poison out of his 
system," he sums up some of those 
heroic remedies thus: "I would not 
'cast the patient headlong out of a 
window, but would rather east them 
Isodainly, and thinking of no such 
thing, into a great cistern filled with 
•cold water, with their heads foremost. 
! Neither would I take them out until 
they had drunk a good quantity of 


i water, that by that sodaln fall and 
strong fear the matter causing tho 
fren.".y Qii^ht be carried from above 
downward from the noble parts to the 
ignoble." 


A medicine upon which he dilates at 


.great length is "mummie," referred to 
as the usual remedy for contusions, 
,and he describes it as follows: 


"Mummie is a liquor flowing from 


the aromatick embalmcns of dead bod- 
ies, which becomes dry and hard" and 
jbeing ground into medicine was "ad- 
'ministcred either in whole or portion 
jto such as have fallen from high 
places, the first and last medicine of 
!almost all our practitioners at this day 
{in such a case." 


He also gives some grewsome facts 


connected with the preparation of 
"mummie" when he says: "Certain of 
our French apothecaries, men won- 
drous audacious and covetous to steal 
by night tho bodies of such as were 
hanged and embalming them with salt 
and drugs they dried them in an oven 
so as to sell them thus adulterated in- 
stead of. true mummie, whereupon we 
are thus compelled, both foolishly and 
cruelly, to devour the mangled and 
'putrid particles of the carcasses of the 
basest people of Egypt, or of such as 
are hanged, as though there were no 
other way to help or recover one bruis- 
ed with a fall from a high place. 


"I have not thought it fit in this 


place," he says, "to omit the industry 
|of Nicholas Picart, the Duke of Guise, 
ihis surgeon, who, being called to a cer- 
tain countryman to set his shoulder, 
iboing out of joint, and finding none In 
'the place besides the patient and his 
'wife, who might assist him in this 
iWork, he put the patient, bound after 
!the foremen!ioned manner, to a ladder, 
then immediately he tyed a ataffe at 
the lower end of the ligature, which 
(was fastened about the patient's urm 
iibovo his elbow, then put it so tyo'i un- 
'der one of the steps of the ladder as 
low ns ho could and got astride there- 
upon and sate thereon with his whole 
weight and at the same instant made 
his wife pluck the stool from under his 
foct, which, being done, the bono pres- 
ently came into its place." 


He also gravely discusses witches 


and witchcraft, the birth of monsters 
with horns, hoofs and wings, ascribing 
their birth to the master of evil, and 
closes with a lofty panegyric upon Hip- 
pocrates and Galen, the princes of phy- 
sicians.—Cincinnati Enquirer. 


THE QUEER~CftUSTACEAN. 


Interesting Characteristic* of Lob- 


ntcrg nud Turtles. 


Lobsters, when young and frivolous, 


change their shells several times a 
year, but as they grow older aud, pre- 
sumably, more sedate they are content 
with a new suit every summer. The 
lobster is his own tailor, and persona 
who have watched the process say 
that the difficulty seems to lie In get- 
ting rid of tho old garb and not In flt- 
ting the new. First he is attacked by 
a series of convulsions lasting for sev- 
eral days. 
During these a faint line 


of breakage appears down the middle 
of the back, which gradually grows i 
broader with every spasm. The head- 
piece Is the flrst to break entirely, and 
suddenly a violent effort enables tho 
lobster to wijhdraw his head, leaving 
tho larger part ot his eyes In the shell. 
After a rest of a few hours the stnig- 
«Ui beflus again, ant) the ahpuldftrs, or 


haustlng that nearly a day Is"requlre3 
for ri'cupi ration. 


During this time he presents a curi- 


ous spectacle, with head and body com- 
pletely ogt of the shell and only the 
tall Inclosed. Then the convulsive 
movements 8»c resumed, aud shell by 
shell the tall covering is loosened, un- 
til, with violent struggles, the tail 1« 
free, and the lobster, looking aa If he 
had been boiled, lies down for a sleep 
of two or three days. 


The new suit grows with great 


rapidity and lits In perfect tailor made 
style, literally molded to the form. 


Like the crab, M hich Is most esteem- 


ed when "soft shelled," that Is, at pre- 
cisely this period, which is similar in 
both, the lobster Is regarded by epi- 
cures as especially delicious; when thus 
denuded of his shell covering, but as 
he hides carefully among the rocks he 
Is seldom procurable.—New York Trib- 
une.
